Number of Tubes ina Boiler. 





A correspondent of THE JOURNAL writes to 
know how many 3-inch tubes should be put in a 
5-foot cylinder boiler, and what the rule is by 
which the proper number of tubes in any boiler 
may be determined. 

As regards the rule, it may be said that ordi- 
narily tubes must be put in vertical rows, and 
not “staggering,” and that they should not be 
placed with their outer edges nearer tegether than 
one-half their external diameters. They should 
not be nearer than 1}¢ inches to the shell, espe- 
cially at the bottom; and the top of the top row 
should not be higher than three-fifths of the 


boiler diameter. Sometimes a mere trifle of 
variation from these figures will allow sev- 
eral more tubes to be put in. In the case 
in hand, the tubes must not be nearer to- 


gether between outsides than one-half the ex- 
ternal diameter of 3 inches. Draw a circle to 
represent a 5-foot shell. Inside of this draw a 
circle of 114 inches less radius. Three feet from 
the bottom of the shell draw a horizontal line 
to represent the limit of the tops of the tubes in 
the outer row. Oneand a half inches below this 
draw a line for the line of centres of the top 
row of tubes, and then draw lines 4!¢ inches 
apart for the centres of the tubes in the other 
horizontal rows. Then proceed todraw vertical 
lines 414 inches apart to represent the vertical cen- 
tre lines of the tubes. Where these two sets of lines 
cross, make 3-inch circles to represent the tube 
ends. In this case we find that, by strictly 
sticking to the rule, we can get in seventy-two 
tubes (the shell being shown by the larger dotted 
circle). But by letting the top of the top row 
come 11¢ inches above the three-fifths limit—that 
is, by moving the circle representing the shell 1}¢ 
inches further down—we can get in eight more 
tubes, or eighty in all. To facilitate ‘‘cutting 
and trying” commence operations by drawing a 
block of 3-inch circles 444 inches between cen- 
tres, and then drawing circles 4 feet 9 inches in 
diameter at various heights upon it, until that 
position of centre be found which will include 
the most 3-inch circles. Drawing the 5-foot 
circle with the same centre as this last will fix 
the positions of the tubes and of the shells all 
ready to work from. 

The distances above given have been chosen 
simply because they are convenient and aver- 
age. For ourselves, we prefer even greater dis- 
tance between the shell and the tubes, especially 
for districts where lime water or muddy water 
prevails, instancing Dayton, Ohio, for lime, and 
Chicago for mud.

COLORING RECIPES FOR LETTER PAPER. 


For letter paper, fast colors are used, the re- 
quirements being durability and delicacy of tint, 
and less so liveliness. Fashion colors, as well as 
the variations from original and secondary 
tints, answer these requirements. Pure primi- 
tive shades, in conformity with good taste, are 
kept light in preference, or in the darker grades 
slightly binary. 

Pink (ROSE COLOR). 

Pale Rose, Light and Bright ditto, from Safflow- 
er Carmine.— 

1,—100 grams safflower carmine, and 14 of an hour 
later 50 grams tartaric or citric acid. 

2.—175 to 200 grams safflower carmine, 90 to 100 grams 
tartaric or citric acid. 

3.—300 to 400 grams safflower carmine, 10 to 60 
grams tartaric or citric acid. 

Pale Rose, Light and Bright ditto, from Ammo- 
nia Cochineal,— 

1.—250 grams alum or sulphate of alumina; 44 hour 
later, 100 grams tartaric acid, 15 grams crystal- 
lized soda; about 10 minutes later, 150 grams am 
monia cochineal. 

2.—14 kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina, 175 grams 
tartaric acid, 2 grams crystallized soda, 250 to 300 
grams ammonia cochineal, 100 grams tin salt, 
with 30 grams hydrochloric acid. 

3.—400 to 600 grams hydrochloric tin solution or tin 
salt, clarified in aqueous solution, with a little 
hydrochloric acid; 44 of an hour later, 400 to 600 
grams ammonia 80 grams tartaric 
acid; a few minutes previous to sizing, 250 grams 
alum or sulphate of alumina.

BLUE. 


Blue and azure blue letter papers are usually 
colored with ultramarine with a reddish cast; at 
times a little sap-red is added. The specifically 
lightest kinds of ultramarine should be selected. 
Proportions of quantities cannot be indicated in 
view of the great difference in point of coloring 
properties which characterizes the various quali- 
ties met with in trade. 


Pale and Light Blue, with Milori Blue.— 
1.—25 grams ultramarine; about 5 minutes later, 1 
kilog. alum or sulphate of alumina; 44 hour later, 
50 to 80 grams milori blue, previously dissolved 
and carefully filtered.

VIOLET 

Violet colors are produced by mixing extracts 
from pigments dyeing red and from those dye- 
ing blue; the fastest of the former are sap-red 
and ammonia-cochineal, and of the latter ultra- 
marine and Paris blue. Methyl violet, which 
produces livelier but less fast tints, is only used 
for enlivening purposes. 

Violet from Ultramarine and Sap-Red.— 

The pulp is first blued with ultramarine, the 
quantity to be used depending on the tinctorial 
capacity of the dyestuff. With an addition of 
more or less sap-red, thinned in a tumbler of 
water, reddish or blueish tinted violet casts are

Mr. Ely clung to the 
former while Mr. Hewitt looked with more favor 
on the latter. The two views were incompatible, 

| and the younger partner proposed to buy out the 
interest of the older. The offer was accepted, 
and in 1869, about one year the firm came into 
existence, John C. Ely retired and C. B. Hewitt 
began business on his own account and under his 
own name. And soon events justified his view 
of the matter. He continued to deal in the 
same articles, but enlarged the scale of his trans- 
actions, and from time to time added new items 
to his stock in trade. In this manner he came to 
deal in wrapping, book and news papers. Pre- 
vious to entering the paper business he had been 
for ten years a clerk for the venerable Peter 
Cooper in the glue business, and his experience 
so obtained now enabled him greatly to enlarge 
the glue department of his new business, His 
house now keeps of the general line of ‘‘boards” 
one of the largest assortments in the United 


States, including binders’,straw, press and album

Boiler Notes. 


Besides the expense of the steam dome, the 
same purpose may be better fulfilled by perfora- 
ted steam pipes taking steam along the whole 
length of the upper part of the boiler. 
tive boilers do not need domes, and 'the demands

upon them are more severe than upon stationary 
ones; as far as steam room goes, a simple calcu- 
lation shows that, by increasing the diameter of 
a twelve-foot boiler from forty-eight to fifty-one 
inches, as much extra capacity is obtained as is 
given by two steam domes twenty by thirty- 
four inches, and a larger sized boiler {without 
domes will resist a higher steam pressure than 
the smaller one with domes. This plan is much 
cheaper than adding domes. 

The smallest holes in the dry pipe’should be 
made over the fire grate, where the ebullition is 
greatest. Two hundred and fifty quarter-inch 
holes or one thousand eighth-inch holes give the 
same area as a square opening four inches across. 
The larger the dry pipe the better. All holes 
cut into the boiler shell are sources of weakness.

destroy the bars. 

Anthracite coal may have a thickness of twelve 
inches on the grate, while coarse bituminous can 
have but seven or eight, and slack coal of either 
kind only three or four. This depends more 
than a little upon the fireman. The thinner the 
fire the better the combustion. 

The space between the boiler and the bridges 
should be at least twice the area of the flue to 
the chimney. 

The fires should be cleaned when the clinkers 
accumulate; the ashes and clinkers should not be 
thrown upon the floor in front of the boiler, but 
into an iron barrow and wheeled away. 

It sometimes happens that after the fires are 
covered for the night, the pressure in the boiler 
rises and opens the valves, this is caused by the 
hot masonry imparting its heat to the boiler. 

The boiler should be cleaned out at least every 
two months. All the scale and sediment should 
be taken out; all soot and flue dust brushed out; 
the water passages in the glass water gauges, in- 
ternal feed pipes and scum pipes, &c., should al- 
so be cleaned. The tubes and feed valves should 
be taken apart, cleaned and greased; and if they 
are not tight they must be ground with sand. 

Boilers and steam pipes may be covered with a 
mixture of sawdust and clay made into a thick 
The pipes must be made perfectly clean, 
and the material applied in layers one-fifth of an 
inch thick; copper tubes should be first covered 
with a hot solution of clay. 

No one yet seems to have been able to say why 
it is that when the pump fails to work, a ham- 
mer is generally taken to start it up! 

It requires only a very small leak in a pump 
or in its connections to overcome the vacuum 
and stop the pump from working. 

If pump valves have spindles as guides, these 
should fill the holes, and the seats should be 
straight lines, not curves. Valves that do not 
fit, are apt to cock on their sides and leak. 

All boilers should be fitted with a cock between 
the check and the boiler, so that the check can 
be examined. 

Valves fitted with wings are apt to bind in 
their seats and stick fast. 

All pumps should be as close as possible to the 
source of supply. 

The higher the speed the shorter the lift on*the 
feed side can be. 

Bear in mind that water is not compressible, 
and do not attempt to force it against closed 
cocks or valves.

Ho.yoke, Mass., May 12, 1881. 


The brick makers are just opening their first | 


kilns this week, and everything in the building 
line is booming. Some jobs have been waiting 
some days, with stone and timber work all 


ready for the brick. Almost all of the houses | 


as well as mills are built of this enduring ma- 
terial now, and the manufacturers can hardly 
make enough to meet the demand. There was a 


great scarcity last spring, and it was predicted | 


that all of the makers would rush into the busi- 
ness so extensively that there would be a glut in 


the market by fall; but the yards were run to | 
their full capacity, and now jobs have to wait | 
One man made over 12,- | 
000,000 last year, and had to buy more to use | 


for brick as before. 


on his own contracts. Holyoke is very fortunate 
in having good clay for brick sohandy. Here- 
tofore most of the brick have been made within 
the city limits, but now there is only one yard 


here, the rest having moved just across the river | 
to South Hadley Falls, where there is material | 
years. The city | 


enough to last for many 
will probably grow more this season than 
ever before, as the new industries are 
causing an unprecedented demand for tene- 
ments. Last year’s census gave us about 22,000 


inhabitants; but this must already be increased | 
a great deal, although the Canadians are not | 


flocking in here now as they were last summer. 
Most of the increase, of course, comes from the 
classes seeking work in the mills, and hence the 
house building consists chiefly of putting up 
cheap but substantial tenement blocks. The 
builders get large returns for their money in this 
class of houses, and as long as it pays so well to 
build them, no better tenements will be put up. 
This makes it very difficult for the middle class 
of people, such as small manufacturers with lit- 


tle capital, bookkeepers, clerks, and the like, to | 


get suitable houses, and the result is these people 


have to live in Springfield ina great measure, or | 


board at the hotels. Springfield is only between 
seven and eight miles distant, and the Connecti- 
cut River Railroad has just added new trains to 
accommodate the greatly increased travel, mak- 
ing now twenty-seven passenger trains a day be- 
tween the two cities, counting both ways. Many 
of our manufacturers live in the larger city, and 


the road does well to encourage more inter- | 


course. Do not understand, however, that Hol- 
yoke is made up of nothing but mills and tene- 
ment houses for operatives. Go back a little 


way on the hill and you will find as pleasant and | 
aristocratic a residence quarter as you would | 
wish to see. Our real Holyoke people have a | 


just pride in the city which will keep them here, 
and which makes them urge others to live here 
where their business is. The leading manufact- 
urers as a rule all have fine residences here and 
wouldn’t live elsewhere. There is great tempta- 
tion, however, to get out into the country, and 
some of the wealthy paper makers have bought 
farms. William Whiting’s is in the city, and 
one of the pleasantest sights on the river, and J. 
8S. McElwain has just bought one on the same 
road, but in the town of West Springfield, and 
we fear he means to go down there to live some 
time. News being a little scarce to-day, I 


thought I would give you some idea of the con- | 


dition and growth of Holyoke. 

The most important news of the week is the 
announcement that Clark W. Bryan, formerly 
of the big book bindery of Springfield, is going 
to open a printing establishment here in con- 
nection with the works of the National Blank 
Book Company, just moving here from New 


York. He will do all of that company’s print- | 


ing, taking its office, in fact, but adding new 
presses.and much other material. The blank 
book company is chiefly owned by William 
Whiting and L. L. Brown, of the Whiting Paper 
Company, and will increase its already large 
business as soon as it gets settled. The printing 
office will be on the lower floor of the east wing 
of the Cabot street mill, which, with the blank 
book and envelope companies, &c., seems des- 
tined to be filled with paper industries. 

We had our first accident at the dam on Sun- 
day that has happened in two or three days. A 
young man was rowing in the pond above the 
dam when, getting too near the edge, the strong 
current pulled his boat over, and his body has 
not yet been found. 

South Hadley Falls has another slight case of 
smallpox after thinking it was entirely gone. 
But the town of Adams, up in Berkshire county, 
is suffering more than any other in this vicinity. 
They have had quite a number of fatal cases, 
and do not get rid of the disease, although this 
warm weather wi!] help to drive it away. 

The river is falling and the freshet has been 
very light. 

The town of Lebanon, N. H., has voted to ex- 
empt all new manufacturing concerns from 
taxation for ten years, for the purpose of en- 
couraging the Olcott Falls Corporation, com- 
posed of capitalists in this city and Springfield, 
to improve its water privilege. The town of 
Hartford, on the other side of the river, will 
probably do the same, for Vermont gave it au- 


thority to do so last winter, changing the law | 


from five to ten years. 

R. M. Fairfield, acting manager of the Whit- 
ing Paper Company, is out again and will soon 
be at work. H.

By unanimous request, Mr. Scott, secretary of 
the Wrapping Paper Makers’ Convention, held 
on March 3 and 4, at the Sherman House, gave 
an informal review of the proceedings and ex- 
pressions of opinion of that body. It is to bere- 
membered that the members of this convention, 
by mutualagreement, fixed for themselves—not 
binding the association—the minimum prices of 
wrapping paper which obtained before the 
meeting of the latter. 

The roll was again called, each representative 
giving his general views on the present situa- 
tion, especially as regards the straw supply and 
| prospects. 

Richmond & Brother, Appleton, Wis., re- 
ported not over six weeks’ supply of straw to be 
had in their district between this time and Au- 
gust next. They think that wrapping paper 
must be held at the present prices, if not ad- 
vanced. 

S. H. Williams, Marseilles, Ill., reports no 
straw in his yard and not enough to be had to 
runto August. Will probably be able to run on 
two-thirds time. 

Milan Paper Company, Milan, IIL, said that 
straw in its district is about used up. The com- 
pany works up about 225 tons per month; will 
possibly be able to get 75 tons yet, and offers a 
| good figure for a contract to run it through the 
| season, till the new crop comes in. Its mill is 
now flooded, but is running partly with steam. 
Prospects for the future are dubious, as no oats 
have been sown, and little spring wheat, though 
the rye districts are pretty large. The manager 
of this company thinks that they will have to 
bring their straw a long distance, if they can 
get it at all. 

Rhoades, Utter & Co., Rockford, Ill., have 
about 250 tons of straw on hand, but cannot get 
any more. However, as they have high water 


and a lame wheel to contend with, they may | 


limp on for a couple of months. They are now 


regular output of 60 tons. The new crop will 
be probably later than last year by four weeks. 
A great deal of rye—thrice the usual average— 
has been sown in the neighborhood this year, 
and if the crop proves good, the prospects are 
fair enough.

The Clinton Paper Company, Clinton, Ia., has 
about sixty tons of straw in its yard, and only 
little left in the country. Prospects are poor. 
The company has been running only twelve 
hours per day during the whole winter.

M. T. Close & Sons, lowa City, Ia., by hard 
work hope to squeeze through till harvest.

From the foregoing it will be seen that 
throughout the entire Northwest, starting with 
Illinois, there is a great shortage, amounting 
almost to an absolute famine in straw. 
Some of the mills that have been crippled 
by the freshets, or which have been running 
on partial time during the winter, hope to pull 
through until harvest, but the majority are very 
dubious, and are offering high prices for straw. 
In the districts where it is to be gotten at all, 
there has been an enormous advance in price; in 
some sections more than fifty per cent. As to 
the future, there is a difference of opinion, some 
expecting an abundance of material in the fall, 
others fearing scarcity. The rye acreage this 
year seems to be larger than ever before; while 
wheat—besides that already killed—will be 
largely replaced by corn. Oats, in most places, 
are just going in.

House on March 3 and 4, 1881, and would express the 
opinion that the condition of the market, scarcity of 
straw, and enhanced cost of material and supplies 
would justify a further advance of from ‘4c 
per pound. 

Carried unanimously. 

The president then urged upon the mills the 
necessity of promptness in reporting to the 
secretary on the first of each month. 

Mr. Smith, president Lyons Paper Company, 
moved: 


to l4e 


“That no sales of paper be made on longer time 
than sixty days, and that no greater discount be 
made than two per cent. for prompt cash on sixty 
day sales.’ 

Carried. 

In the general conversation which then en- 
sued it was shown that notwithstanding a great 
many circumstances—as high water, &c.—had 
combated against it, this was the largest meet- 
ing yet held by the association. 

Respecting the sixty day sales resolution it 
was shown that at least $30,000 are lost to the 
manufacturers by the extra month allowed 
purchasers. It was also shown that had the 
sixty day system prevailed during the days of 
the late panic many thousands of dollars would 
have been saved to the manufacturers. More- 
over, the dealers sell to their trade on thirty 
days. There was a great deal of promiscuous 
slashing at the credit system in general. 

After the adoption of a resolution thanking 
the proprietor of the Sherman House for the 


| courtesies extended the association, the meeting 


was adjourned until the first Thursday of Sep- 
tember of this year. 

After adjournment, Mr. Richardson, on behalf 
of the association, presented R. P. Dart, the 
secretary, with a beautiful diamond stud, cost- 
ing $200. Mr. Richardson’s remarks were very 
complimentary and appropriate; for the secre- 
tary is universally known and admired. Mr. 
Dart, in his reply, after thanking his fellow 
members said, that there were ‘‘many subjects 
upon which he could make a better speech.” 

The meeting broke up with general good 
feeling. 

Mr. Tyler, of Follansbee, Tyler & Co., has 
just returned from a trip through Illinois, Ohio, 
and north Kentucky, taking in all the mills of 
the Ohio valley. He finds straw plentiful in Ohio 
and the South, but scarce further North. The 
mills are having all they can do. This house is 
winning an enviable reputation throughout the 
country for reliability in carefully sorting and 
packing stock.

No End of a Grievance. 











To the Editor of The Journal: 
I have had more trouble again with the stuff 
pump. It would seem as if my grievance with 


the old thing will never come toanend. I can 


get along very weil with the pump while the | 
chest keeps full, but just as soon as the pulp in 


the chest gets low, then my trouble begins. I 
keep opening the gate every ten or fifteen min- 
utes a little wider and a little wider until it is 
open nearly all the way, and during this time I 
only guess at the weight. Then an engine of 
pulp comes down which causes me to run rapidly 
to the gate to close it to where it was, or at least 
to where I think it was. A few hours before the 
gate might have heen right or it might have 
been wrong; at all events, it will take some 
eight or ten minutes to determine the right 
course to adopt with it. Now, it seems to me 
that if the machine was working the pulp from 
a chest which was placed higher than the ma- 
chine that all of this trouble and uncertainty in

Find a Better Pump.

To the Editor of The Journal : 

I see that the war on the stuff pump has not 
ended. I know but little about the pumps of 
other mills, and they may be as bad as ‘‘ W. T.” 
and others say they are; but I would suggest 
that all are not alike. I have one in my mill 
which neither “thumps,” pounds nor jerks, nor 
has it ever upset the stuff box, and the only 
noise to be heard about it is the sharp click of 
the closing valves, which rise less than one inch 
and close quick, the rapid motion of the plunger 
sending up a constant and steady supply of stuff. 
In fact, the stuff pump gives the least trouble of 
anything about the mill; but we do not run it 
with a slipping belt, nor are there any holes in 
the balls, and it will throw as much stuff at one 
time as at another, all things being equal. 

Now, I cannot understand how a first class 
mill can tolerate such an abortion in the shape 
of a stuff pump as the thing described by ‘‘ W. 
T.” and others who have written about it for 
THE JOURNAL. I would suggest to “W. T.” that 
it would be well to find a better one before 
swapping off our present pump. M.

That Patent Injunction. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 11, 1881. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

The article in your last issue, entitled “A 
Patent Injunction,” which is also published with 
some immaterial verbal changes in the Tobacco 
Leaf of same date, embodies both by statement 
and implication a view of the subject matter 
which tends to mislead your readers as to the 
law and facts of the case, and which you will, 
no doubt, be glad to have placed in a correct 
light before them. 

The injunction referred to was a preliminary 
or provisional and not a perpetual one, and is 
liable to be dissolved at or before a final hearing 
on the full proofs in the case, which has not yet 
been had. Judge Blatchford did not decide that 
‘*Mr. Mammersclilag is entitled to all machinery 
producing waxed paper as a merchantable arti- 
cle,” nor still less ‘‘that his patents cover all 
machine-made waxed paper.” What he did de- 
cide was that a certain machine used by Mr. 
Scamoni was an infringement of patents granted 











to Mr. Hammerschlag, and, therefore, granted an | 


injunction against its further use. Mr. Scamoni 
or any one else is entirely free under the law 
and under the injunction to make waxed paper 
by machinery other than that patented, and 
those who have had any experience in this 
branch of the trade are well aware that this 


may be and is done in a variety of ways wholly | 


different from that which was considered by 
Judge Blatchford in granting the preliminary 
injunction in the Scamoni suit. 

Again, as matter of law, a threat of prose- 
cuting purchasers of imachine-waxed paper, 
would be groundless on the part of a patentee of 
any machine, no matter how broad the claims

A new postal agreement has been entered into 
between the Dominion government and the gov- 
ernment of the United States for the purpose of 
affording the public increased facilities for the 
exchange of correspondence, and also to prevent 
the evasion by publishers of the postal laws and 
regulations of the United States. The first 
article of the new agreement provides that in- 
sufficiently paid letters mailed in Canada and 
addressed to parties in the United States, or vice 
versa, on which one or more rates of postage 
have been prepaid, shall be forwarded and 
charged with the amount of the difference in 
postage to be collected on delivery and retained 
by the Post Office Department of the country of 
their destination. The second article provides 
that when newspapers, periodicals and other 
printed matter published or originating in the 
United States are brought into Canada and 
posted there for destination in the United States, 
apparently to evade the postage rates or regula- 
tions applicable to such matter in the United 
States, the Canadian Post Office may require 
prepayment of the same at a rate equivalent to 
double the ordinary Canadian rates. The new 
agreement is to go into effect immediately.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket exhibited the greatest ease, and loans, 
whether for business or speculative purposes, 
were readily effected at extremely low rates of 
interest. In fact, owing to the Treasury dis- 
bursements and the immense amounts of money 
flowing to this centre from various other 
sources, there is at the moment a perfect glut of 
capital in the market seeking employment.

Probably the most valuable undeveloped water | 
privilege in New England is the plant of the Ol- | 


cott Falls, Vt. A 
model of this property has recently been placed 
in the office of the Crocker Paper Company of

The property is situated in two thriving towns, 
in two States, N. H., and Hartford, 
Vt., the water privilege being nothing less than 
the whole Connecticut River for a distance of 
one mile and one half. 
a half miles north of White River Junction, Vt., 
and is only a few miles farther from Boston than 
Holyoke is. There are five railroads at White 
River Junction, whence trains depart hourly, 
and within a radius of two and a half miles of 
Olcott Falls are five flourishing villages, includ- 
ing Hanover, N. H., the seat of Dartmouth Col- 
lege. 


Lebanon, 


The company has a charter from the New 
Hampshire Legislature granted to the late Hon. 
Rufus Choate, the eminent jurist, and his asso- 
ciates. This is the first time in the history of 
the property that the land and the water privi- 
lege have been consolidated and that it has been 
in a marketable condition, and it required be- 
tween thirty and forty deeds from the different 
interests to effect a consolidation. It is now in 
the hands of a chartered corporation, though the 
privilege is as yet all undeveloped. There are 
about 250 acres of land, nearly evenly divided 
on both sides of the Connecticut River in Ver 
mont and New Hampshire, or, to be exact, there 
are 1094; acres in Vermont and 134'¢ acres in 
New Hampshire, a total of 243', acres. The 
land on the Vermont side is most even and level 
and the terraces extend west of the railroad 
track, presenting an extensive area bounded by 
timbered slopes and Gillette Brook. 

The Connecticut River at this point is compar- 
atively narrow, and in just the most desirable 
shape for mechanical utilization. At the upper 
end of the one and a half miles owned by the 
Olcott Falls corporation a canal could be run 
down for one hundred and twenty rods, giving 


by the natural fall a head of 24 feet withoutany | 


expense of building a dam. While so much is 
available without any dam, a very great devel- 
opment is possible with such construction. The 
river varies here in width from 300 feet to 1,000 
feet, and there are three good sites at which to 
build one or more dams where the river is not 
over 300 feet wide and where there would be the 
assistance of solid ledge abutments. The build- 
ing of so small a dam as one 8 or 10 feet high 
would give a fall of 35 feet within the one and a 
half miles owned by the corporation. A dam 
only 10 feet high would make a pond about 
25 miles long, or nearly as far north as 
Wells River Junction, without causing any 
overflow, as the river has well defined 
banks all the way. The Connecticut River 
at this point has one-sixth of the power that 
there is in,all Holyoke, or, in an ordinary stage 
of the water, 5,000 horse-power. With the low- 


est stage of the water last summer it was meas- | 


ured and showed nearly 4,000 horse-power. A 
Lowell engineer computed that there were 110 
mill powers of 5,000 spindles to a mill power for 
the ordinary manufacture of cotton goods or 
enough for 50 mills with 10,000 spindles to a mill. 

The great advantage of the property lies in its 
easy development and its proximity to so many 
railroads which centre at White River Junction. 
The Passumpsic Railroad bounds the property 
for one mile and a half on the Vermont side, 
and the Northern railroad of New Hampshire 
can easily build a short mile-and-a-half branch 
to the property. The name Olcott Falls was 
given to the place many years ago by the origi- 
nal owner, Mr. Olcott, father-in-law of Hon. 
Rufys Choate, James Bell and William H. Dun- 
can of Hanover of the original corporators. In

This quantity 
of salt appears to have produced 141,211 tons of 
soda ash (79,972 tons Lancashire district, 61,239 
Tyne district); 98,111 
| Lancashire district, 72,605 Tyne district) ; 59,043 
| tons of caustic soda, the whole of which, with | 
| the exception of 281 tons, being procured in the | 
| Lancashire and Western district; of bleaching | 
| powder 65,167 tons were manufactured, divided 
| as follows: 46,221 tons Lancashire and Western 
district, 16,946 tons in the Eastern and Tyne dis- | 
| trict; 7,303 tons of bicarbonate of soda were | 
| also produced, of which 2,849 are to the credit 
of the Western, 4,454 tons to the Eastern dis- 

trict. 

It is shown by the above figures that although 
| the aggregate number of the Lancashire works | 
is greater than that of the Eastern or Tyne dis- 
trict, the average size of the works is much | 
| larger on the Tyne; a comparatively greater 
quantity of soda ash is produced in the Tyne 
district, but the manufacture of caustic soda is 
almost entirely monopolized by the Lancashire 
district. The manufacture of bicarb. soda seems 
to be more extensively carried on on the Tyne, 
as also the production of sal soda to a still more 
marked degree. 

The Lancashire manufacturers have the ad- 
vantage of being near their common source of 
supply of salt, which is in Cheshire, and also 
have greater facilities for carrying on the trade 
with the United States; the Tyne manufacturers 
have a cheaper source of supply of lime and 
chalk, and also the advantage of being nearer 
the North European markets. 

It is asserted that the trade during 1880 was 
not profitable, prices in many instances ranging 
| below the cost of production; that this fact has 
| tended to curtail production, which probably 
| will be still further diminished during the cur- 
rent year, unless an improvement in values 
takes place.

Flavescine. 


The new acid and alkali indicator, flavescine, 
was discovered by M. F. Lux, who noticed that 
commercial alcohol generally gave a yellow 
color with alkali. Thinking this due to extract 
dissolved from the oak, of which spirit casks are 
constructed, he made experiments with the tinct- 
ures of oak and other woods, but did not find 
this to be the case. It was only when the fact 
was taken into account that these casks are 
charred in the process of manufacture that a 
key to the problem was obtained. It was then 
found that oak wood, which had previously been 
subjected to a temperature of 392° F., afforded 
a tincture which was sensitiye to alkaloids. By 
distilling oak, and following a’somewhat tedious 
process of after manipulation, the new sub. 
stance, flavescine, was at length obtained. It is 
a transparent, light brown substance, easily sol- 
uble in water, alcohol, and etker. With potash, 
soda, and ammonia it forms intensely yellow 
compounds, and the alkaline carbonates give a 
similar reaction. Bicarbonates are not affected. 
The yellow compounds are at once decomposed 
by nearly all mineral and organic acids, forming 
colorless solutions. This fact renders flavescine 
useful as a test for acids and alkalies. The 
change from colored to a colorless solution, or 
the reverse, is very sharp, and more easily ob- 
served than a simple change of color, as that 
with litmus. The test is also said to be very 
delicate, 200 cubic centimetres of liquid only re- 
quiring a drop and a half normal solution to 
develop or destroy the yellow color.—Druggists’ 
Circular.
